ANOTHER NATIONAL 
EMERGENCY 

Composition of the conference at Montreal 
at once destroyed any possible chance or hope 
to represent it as being a gathering engineered 
by councils of western cities which had bor- 
rowed without wisdom and now wanted to un- 
load the consequences of their wild extrava- 
gance upon the Dominion. That kindly sugges- 
tion died when the roll call was read. 

The conference includes representatives of 
a hundred Canadian cities scattered from one 
sea to the other. It was called by Mayor Houde, 
of Montreal, the largest city in Canada. Its 
chairman is Mayor Wenige of London. Mayor 
Cragg of Halifax and Mayor Lockhart of St. 
Catherines were as outspoken as any western 
representatives in declaring the need of federal 
action to save their cities from bankruptcy. 

It was Mayor Simpson of Toronto, home town 
of Mr. Bradshaw and headquarters of the bond- 
dealers’ association, who seconded Mayor Mc- 
Geer’s motion asking parliament to empower 
the Central Bank to finance non-productive im- 
provements for national, provincial and muni- 
cipal governments, and also “where necessary 
the liquidation of existing debts.” 

Whatever else the conference may be, or 
may accomplish, it is a national conference if 
ever there was one. And represents a condi- 
tion of civic emergency that is also national. 


SPEAKING OF PLANS 

Premier Reid stated on Monday, in direct 
terms, that the Government does not contem- 
plate, and has not contemplated, bringing down 
legislation to extend the life of the present 
legislature. 

So that is that, and the rumors which have 
run across the province during the last two 
weeks were born of misapprehension—or per- 
haps of a wish on the part of Government mem- 
bers which failed to materialize. 

Since it is established there is to be an elec- 
tion this summer, where does this leave the 
Social Credit question? Is Mr. Aberhart to pres- 
ent his plan before the election or after? 

If before, are the electors expected to master 
the proposals and give an intelligent verdict 
for or against on polling day? 

If not until after the election, why not give 
him the same two year period that has been 
allowed Major Douglas to formulate his scheme? 

Or is it the hope that Mr. Aberhart may be 
induced to set up a hastily-constructed target 
for Government candidates to shoot holes in? 
That rather seems to be the idea, since the firing 
has already started, and hot shots are being 
sent in his direction by some Government sup- 
porters who cannot even wait for the target to 
be placed. : 

That Mr. Aberhart could now offer any plan 
which would not be immediately and furiously 
attacked by Ministerial supporters does not 
seem at all probable. In their present temper 
they would likely blaze away merrily if the plan 
consisted of nothing more controversial than the 
Ten Commandments. 

Meantime, as plans are being called for— 
how would it be if the Government told us what 
program it has in mind to end or mitigate the 
Standing scandal and outrage of poverty in the 
midst of plenty? :

The only response that has come from 
creditor interests to the demand for a refunding 
of municipal debts has been an allegation 
the cities were trying to dodge paying interest 
under threat to repudiate their obligations al- 
together, The one purpose of Mr. Bradshaw's 
investigation at Winnipeg and later at Vancou- 
ver was to show that these cities could pay if 
they wanted to; from which the plain inference 
was that they were not paying because they 
were not trying, and were not trying because 
they thought a threat to repudiate would bring 
them a reduction in interest rates. 

As every one knows who is aware of the 
facts, the only parties in Canada who are pro- 
moting the cause of debt-repudiation are the

exploiters who demand that city tax-payers 
shall be deprived of their homes and reduced 
to poverty because they cannot pay 1929 inter- 
est rates out of the reduced earnings and the 
completely absent earnings of 1935. 

The proponents of repudiation are the 
money-controllers and coupon-clippers who de- 
mand that they shall get their last ounce of 
flesh at whatever cost to the taxpayers who 
have been robbed of their incomes and their 
assets by the deflation in which these money- 
merchants refuse to stand their proper share 
of loss. 

The. cities are fighting repudiation, by every 
means in their power. But they will fight in 
vain unless Ottawa comes to their rescue and 
breaks the grip of the “sacred” money contract 
under which their human sources of revenue 
are being made non-productive. That the cities 
will get any voluntary help from the bond- 
holders was seen to be hopeless when the cor- 
poration lawyers got through talking at Van- 
couver. 

If repudiation comes it will come as the 
direct result of the refusal of municipal bond- 
holders to face facts and accept interest rates 
in keeping with the present day level of in- 
comes and value of money; not through any 
desire to repudiate on the part of taxpayers or 


their representatives.

Today’s text suggested by Rev. A. R. Osborn, First Presbyterian Church, Edmonton. 
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The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 


A couple of days ago this column told some- 
thing about the strange anomaly of the Coal 
Branch district. The “Branch” runs between 
Edson and Mountain Park, with side lines tap- 
ping the coal valleys that lead to Luscar and 
Lovatt. This rich and well-populated district, 
where men have bought auto- 
mobiles for the love of spend- 
ing, and have helped clear 
portions of road here and 
there for their local use, for 
some not-understandable rea- 
son has been denied highway 
communication with the re- 
mainder of the province. 

It isn’t that highway con- 
struction would be difficult or 
costly. On my way in I chat- 
ted with Arthur Corser of 
Corser Brothers, contractors of McKay, who 
have two tie camps near Erith. Erith is about 
twelve miles up the Branch from where the 
railroad leaves the main line at Bickerdike, 
and 21 miles in from Edson 

“We took in five trucks from Edson to Erith 
in October and December last, cutting our way 
in as we went. A road could be very easily 
built all the way up the branch,” said Mr. 
Corser. 

“Scotty” Low, Mayor of Edson, is said to 
have in his possession a rough survey show- 
ing that_a road could be built up the Branch, 
connecting with portions of roads already built 
by residents for their own convenience, for 
$75,000 or less. With hundreds of people up the 
Branch wanting highway connection with Ed- 
son and Edmonton—many of them ready to 
buy cars if only a highway will be put in for 
them—and with hundreds of city folk wanting 
access to the Branch for business, sightseeing 
and sport, one wonders why this necessary piece 
of highway has been denied them.

While I chatted with Mr. Corser, a down- 
train from the Branch passed as we stopped 
on a siding. It consisted of a locomotive, a flat 
ear, about twenty or thirty cars laden with coal 
and a caboose. On the flat car was a garage- 
man’s wrecking car that had been shipped in by 
railroad to help get an auto out of a ditch. Hav- 
ing done its stuff it was being shipped out again 
by railroad car to Edson. 

Imagine the enthusiasm of an automobile 
owner who will turn to and clear a few miles 
of road for himself. When his car gets into a 
ditch he pays for a fifty mile rail journey by 
flat car for a wrecking car and crew; after his 
auto is on the road again he pays to send the 
wrecking car and crew back again to civiliza- 
tion fifty miles away. 

Exactly 86,110 automobiles and trucks were 
licensed in Alberta last year. Between license 
fees and gasoline tax they contributed $3,392,- 
168 to the provincial treasury—22.3% of the en- 
tire provincial revenues. But there are a score 
or more of autos up “the Branch” that don't 
carry licenses, and don't consume as much gas 
and oil as their owners would wish. They don’t 
pay license fees, because the government hasn't 
supplied them with any roads to run on. If there 
was a highway up “the Branch” a market would 
at once present ,itself for many more auto- 
mobiles, a lot more gas and oil, and the auto- 
mobile owners would gladly purchase licenses. 

With something of the pathos of a childless 
woman gazing at urchins playing in the park, 
some of the chaps up the Branch took me to 
their garages to show me their cars—cars for 
which the government has failed to provide 
them with roads. 


From Cadomin round to Luscar—two names 
high in the annals of baseball and hockey— 
there is a seven mile stretch of road. But it 
was not provided by the government. It was 
built by the local residents, chiefly to enable 
mine rescue equipment to be taken from one 
place to another in case of accident in the mines. 

For some reason I cannot fathom, individual 
mines are not equipped with mine rescue equip- 
ment. The government supplies a mine rescue 
car and crew, which is supposed to take care 
of all the mines up the branch. It may be at 
Cadomin one day; at Luscar another and at 
Lovatt or Coalspur on a third day. As a matter 
of record when an explosion did take place in 
the lower workings of the Cadomin mine a few 
years ago, imperilling the lives of seventeen 
men, the mine rescue car was at Luscar. It took 
two hours before the rescue car could reach 
Cadomin, during which time the seventeen were 
exposed to the horrors of an inferno, eight hun- 
dred feet below the surface. Two of them died. 
Despite the sealing in of the fire with concrete 
walls, the fire is still burning in the lower work- 
ings, a thin’ wisp of smoke showing above a 
crack in the earth while I was there last week. 

It.seems a monstrous form of economy when 
men’s lives are at stake, that each mine is not 
supplied with its own mine rescue equipment. 
Each Sunday afternoon at Cadomin and other 
places, groups of the miners meet for mine res- 
cue training. With human lives at stake they 
felt keenly enough about the perambulating 
mine rescue car to build the road between Cado- 
min and Luscar for use in emergency. Why 
shouldn't each mine have rescue equipment al- 
ways at hand? 


These miners at Cadomin are not paupers. 
They are not asking for charity. Not a man in 
the mine draws less than $4.55 a day. Men on 


contract work average about $11 an 8 hour 
shift. Looking over the previous fortnightly 
payroll I saw where one crew of eight made 
$15.41 a shift; another crew of fifteen made 
$11.29 a shift and another crew $12.33. None 


seemed to be below $7.50. They buy radios and

Heathful Means Of Food |SIDE GLANCES —By George Clark 


Preservation 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The preservation of food up to a compara- 
tively recent time in man's history was a dif- 
ficult problem. The primitive man learned to 
dry herbs and roots to keep them sound against 
decay and conserve them for the time when they 
were not plentiful, but it seems that only the 
North American Indian under- 
stood the art of preserving 
meat by drying it. He cut the 
meat into thin strips and 
dried them in the sun, This 
preserved the meat for weeks 
and even months and supplied 
the tribe with flesh food dur- 
ing the winter and when game 
was scarce. Other civilizations 
up to that time had apparent- 
ly not learned how to prepare 
flesh foods against decay and 
were, therefore, forced to eat such food as meat, 
fowl, and fish within a day or two after killing. 

Even today in many countries there is no 
adequate provision for preventing decay of 
meat. Sometime ago I was surprised when visit- 
ing some small Mexican towns quite close to the 
United States border in finding that the 
butchers did not have any way of preserving 
meats except to hang it in screened enclosures 
to keep out the flies. During a trip which I took 
through Europe I found that meat was displayed 
for sale in many villages without even the pre- 
cautions of screening it and in many instances 
the meat was covered with flies. In these 
butchershops the customer is usually limited in 
his selction as often only one kind of meat is 
available until the whole carcass of the animal 
has been sold. 

The first important method of preserving 
meat came when a Frenehman named Tellier 
invented the cold storage process in the year 
1876 when he shipped a load of steer meat in 
good condition all the way from South America 
to England. At first refrigeration was looked 
upon with scepticism and a prejudice arose 
against cold storage meats. Scientific investiga- 
tions have proven that, when meats are pro- 
perly refrigerated, there is but little change in 
the nutritive qualities and practically no decom- 
position for many years. If the internal organs 
are completely removed before the meat is put 
into cold storage, there will be no injurious 
changes and interestingly the meat so preserved 
is more readily digested than when fresh. The 
use of refrigerated foods is now practiced in 
every civilized country and it is undoubtedly 
one of the most wholesome methods of preserv- 
ing food. 

A new method has recently been devised of 
instantly freezing food through the use of 
carbon-dioxide snow. Within future years this 
process will undoubtedly become more com- 
mon since many delicate fruits can be preserved 
in this way with practically their fresh flavor, 
appearance and texture. 

Another wholesome method of preserving 
food, which was at first condemned, as most 
new methods are, was the process of canning. 
The canners have perfected this art to such an 
extent that one may rely upon the canned goods 
of any reputable canner as being perfectly 
wholesome even years after the date of can- 
ning. 

The third wholesome method of preserving 
food is through drying it. ThiS process is not 
used as extensively as it merits partly because 
the flavor of many foods is changed from that 
of the fresh product, but dehydration experi- 
ments conducted within the last few years in- 
dicate that this problem will soon be over- 
come and will, I believe, lead to the more ex- 
tensive use of dried or dehydrated foods since 
food products prepared in this way may be 
more economically packed and shipped than 
foods prepared by freezing, canning, or in the 
fresh condition.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1848, Frederic- 
ton, the capital of New Bruns- | 
wick, was incorporated as a city. 
It had, however, been in exist- 
ence long before that. 

St. Ann's Point was officially 
selected as the site for the capital | 
of New Brunswick Feb, 22, 1785. 
by Governor T, C, Carleton, whu 
generally gets the credit for the 
choice, but, as in so many other 
cases, it was borrowed capital, | 
for Edward Winslow had suggest- 
ed St. Ann's Point as the best site 
for the capital in 1782, three years 
before the separation of New | 
Brunswick from Nova Scotia. | 
Carleton first named the capital | 
Osnaburg in honor of Prince | 
Frederick, the son of George III, | 
who was Bishop of Osnaburg, but 
in 1787 the ecclesiastical name 
was abandoned and it became 
frederick Town, which was soon 
shortened to Fredericton, 

The town did not grow at hap- 
hazard, but was planned as early 
as 1784 by Lieutenant Dugald 
Campbell, R.E, and most of its 
streets today are on the lines laid 
down by that Scotch soldier-sur- 
veyor.
